Report  of  Board  of  Health. 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  full  Board  made  a  tour 
of  inspection  over  the  entire  village  part  of  the  town,  and 
with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  places,  found  the  town  in 
a  remarkably  clean  condition.  At  the  Hedding  camp- 
ground we  found  many  vaults  that  had  received  little  or  no 
attention,  and  the  Board  appointed  Edgar  H.  Barker  as  a 
special  agent  of  the  Board  to  look  after  existing  nuisances 
at  that  place.  Under  his  supervision  most  of  them  were 
abated. 

The  town  has  been  fortunate  in  being  free  the  past  year 
from  any  pestilential  diseases,  at  least,  none  being  reported 
to  the  Board.

It  will  be  seen  by  comparing  these  figures  with  those  of 
1908  that  the  per  cent,  of  daily  attendance  fell  from  91.02 
to  88.75,  and  the  average  daily  absence  rose  from  13  to  18; 
a  condition  unfortunate  for  the  system,  the  students  and 
the  public  weal,  and  will  lessen  the  allowance  from  the  state 
for  average  attendance.

Teachers. 

The  present  school  year  has  thus  far  Prof.  Frederick  T, 
Johnson,  principal  of  High,  with  Miss  Mary  E.  Jenness  as 
assistant;  Miss  Flora  M.  Tuck  in  Grammar;  Miss  Hannah 
Ahern  in  Intermediate;  Miss  Helen  M.  Denning  at  West 
Epping. 

The  Primary  opened  with  Miss  Hazel  M.  Andrews  in  charge, 
whose  ill  health  obliged  her  to  resign  at  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond week.  Miss  Maud  H.  Wallace  kindly  consented  to  sup- 
ply and  did  until  Miss  Ethel  Neal  was  installed  as  teacher. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that  the  work  of  the  efficient  staff 
of  teachers  has  been  faithful  and  very  satisfactory  to  the 
Board. 

School  Houses. 

Only  such  minor  repairs  as  were  necessary  to  preserve 
property  interests  have  been  made  on  the  unused  school  houses. 

At  West  Epping  new,  up-to-date,  adjustable  desks  and 
seats  for  pupils,  and  a  new  desk  for  teacher  have  replaced 
the  old  furniture  at  an  expense  of  $111.00. 

These  with  the  repairs  and  decorating  done  on  the  build- 
ing last  year  make  this  a  most  attractive  and  convenient 
building,  which  it  is  hoped  and  expected  the  pupils  and  all 
others  will  take  pride  in  preserving,  that  others  may  enjoy 
equally  with  themselves. 

When  school  opened  in  September,  the  rooms  were  cleaner 
and  in  better  condition  than  ever  before  since  any  of  the 
Board  have  know^ledge.  The  Janitor  service  has  been  satis- 
factory alike  to  Board  and  teachers. 

We  would  suggest  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  paint  the 
house,  build  a  platform  across  the  ehd,  move  and  reset  steps 
and  grade  the  play-yard  at  the  Primary  and  Intermediate 
schools. 

Conveyance  of  Pupils. 

The  pupils  from  Prescott  road  are  conveyed  by  Mrs.  George 
E.  Stevens;  from  Red  Oak  Hill  and  North  Epping  by  Wil- 
liam W.  Wood;  from  Hedding  and  Watchic  by  Samuel  D. 
Pratt. 

While  there  have  been  some  complaints,  in  part  just  possi- 
bly, in  part  unjust  certainly,  the  Board  feels  that  greater 
effort  has  been  made  and  better  results  obtained  than  ever 
before.  Last  August  from  several  propositions  asked  for 
and  submitted,  the  above  were  chosen  from  a  purely  business 
standpoint. 

Under  this  head  we  pause  to  express  the  hope  that  after 
several  years'  trial  the  people  of  this  district  are  convinced 
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of  the  advantages  of  centralization  and  will  never  depart 
therefrom.  Recalling  the  fact  that  the  rural  schools  used 
to  be  in  session  28  weeks,  village  schools  32  weeks,  while  now 
all  equally  enjoy  36  weeks,  we  still  wish  the  school  year  could 
be  increased  to  40  weeks;  36  weeks  of  school  in  each 
of  the  five  districts,  from  which  pupils  are  brought,  would 
cost  in  repairs,  cleaning,  Janitor,  heat  and  salaries  over 
$1,800.  For  conveying  these  pupils  we  pay  a  little  over 
$800,  leaving  $1,000  to  be  applied  where  it  will  do  the  greater 
number  the  most  good.  i 

Remember,  too,  that  more  work  and  of  a  wider  range  is 
now  everywhere  required  of  the  pupil,  necessitating  a  higher 
grade  of  teachers  at  grea,ter  expense.  This,  under  centraliza- 
tion, we  have  been  able  to  afford.  We  realize  this  entails 
some  inconvenience  on  a  few,  but  believe  the  advantage 
accruing  to  all  will  repay  and  far  outweigh  every  sacrifice. 

High  School  Course. 

Our  own  judgment  and  the  opinion  of  others  convinced 
us  that  the  five  year  course  in  the  High  school  was  too  long 
for  our  own  pupils  and  would  deter  those  in  adjoining  towns 
who  might  otherwise  come. 

A  new  course  of  study,  better  adapted  for  those  not  pre- 
paring for  college,  has  been  arranged  and  the  course  changed 
from  five  to  four  years  by  consent  of  the  State  Superintendent, 
who  has  approved  the  school  for  the  current  year. 

Following  unfavorable  action  at  annual  meetings  Stratham 
and  Newmarket  dropped  from  the  Supervisory  District. 
This  left  Epping  alone,  unable  to  make  a  new  combination 
and  consequently  without  a  Superintendent. 

This  is  an  apparent  saving  to  the  district  of  $275.00,  but 
if  continued  would  we  fear  prove  detrimental  to  our  system, 
at  present  giving  very  satisfactory  results. 

The  situation  has  certainly  thrown  an  unexpected  burden 
f)n  the  Board,  especially  on  the  member  who  has  in  such  a 
|)iiblic  sfjirited  and  efficient  manner  borne  the  major  part. 
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While  his  salary  as  member  of  the  Board  was  fixed  at 
$15.00  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  it  was  not  expected  to 
include  supervision,  for  the  recompense  of  which  we  suggest 
the  district  take  some  appropriate  action.  ■ 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  teachers,  of  every 
earnest  student  and  of  every  faithful  parent  in  our  united 
desire  and  purpose  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  lift  the 
standard  of  the  school  system  of  this  town.
